MORGAN TRIED TO OUST LILIENTHAL 
W 


ASHINGTON—On the surtace, the 
Tennessee Valley Authority has been 


as serene as the hills which tower behind 
Morris Dam. Underneath, however, a bit- 
ter feud has been raging between two 
members i)i the three-man'authority. 


They are Dr. Arthur E. Morgan, chair- 


man, 
and David E. Lilienthai, his associate. 


Policies are not involved. The two men just 
can't got along together. 


Dr. Morgan, an engineer, and Prcsident- 


on-leave from Antioch College, has charge 
•ul' the social-welfare phases of the groat 
power piKjject. He is trying to build up a 
new kind of power-minded community in 
the South. 


Lilienthai, a lawyer and former mem- 


ber of the Wisconsin Public Service Com- 
mission, has directed TVA's distribution of 
power and the numerous 
legal 
battles 


which have attended it. 


Young, brilliant, dynamic, Lilienthai has 


many strong admirers in the Administra- 
tion and Congress, also is the most publi- 
cized of the three Authority members. 


Friends of Morgan say that Lilienthai is 


"aggressive and pushing," has been secret- 
ly trying to "undermine" the Chairman, 
wants the place for himself. 


Lilienthal's friends, on the other hand, 


accuse Morgan of jealousy, says he is a dif- 
ficult man to get along with, is at logger- 
heads with other TVA officials.

a TVA clerk. Morgan deeply resented this, 
considered it complete confirmation .of his 
charge that Lilienthai was trying to usurp 
the chairmanship. . 


Whereupon he went to the President, 


asked him not to reappoint 
Lilienthai. 


Morgan actually intimated that if Lilien- 
thai were renamed, he would quit. (His 
term still has six years to run.) Morgan 
also suggested several men as successors 
to Lilienthai, among them John L. Neeley, 
a TVA engineer. 


The President, in turn, called in Senator 


Norm of Nebraska, as he does on all TVA 
problems..Norris urged the reappointment 
of Lilienthai regardless of anything Mor- 
gan said or did. If it were a choice between 
the two men, he told the President, he con- 
sidered Lilienthai the more desirable. 


The President informed Norris he would 


reappoint Lilienthai, but that he did not 
want to lose Morgan. He suggested that an 
effort be made to bring the two men to- 
gether. 


Mutual friends of the two TVAers have 


been working on them to tins end. Last 
week, with the expiration fcof Lilienthal's 
term only three days away, Norris urged 
the Senate Agriculture Committee to ap- 
prove 
his reapoointment. even though 


the president had not sent it to the Senate. 
This is completely unprecedented. Tradi- 
tionally the Senate waits for the President 
to act first.
